DEBBIE LEADING 
WAR ON CANCER 


A CANCER survivor from Halesowen 
who is fighting a second battle with 
the disease is fronting a TV campaign. 

Debbie Ringham, aged 38, is leading the na¬ 
tionwide TV and poster campaign calling on 
women to join forces at Cancer Research UK’s 
Race for Life. 

In the advert, Debbie leads an army of women against 


cancer whilst wearing a spe¬ 
cially designed pink head¬ 
dress. 

“By standing together in 
the bid to beat cancer, we 
can fight back against this 
devastating disease,” she 
said. 

Debbie, who works for the 
charity at the University of 
Birmingham as a research 
engagement manager, was 
first diagnosed with thyroid 
cancer at the age of 24. 

Successful treatment, 
which involved surgery fol¬ 
lowed by radioactive iodine 
to destroy any leftover can¬ 
cer cells, led to her joining 
the charity. 

Then, in January of last 
year, Debbie discovered 
she had breast cancer and, 
in June, found out it had 
spread to her liver. 

Debbie said: “I deal with 
cancer every day in my work 
but it was still a huge shock 
to be told I had the disease a 
second time. 

Determined 

“Even though I was going 
through treatment I was 
determined to complete the 
first Race for Life Pretty 
Muddy event in Birming¬ 
ham last year. 

“It felt like I was getting 
my own back on cancer, 
which is why I was thrilled 
to then be asked to take part 
in the TV advert. 

“It really captures the 
fighting spirit behind the 
thousands of women who 
sign up each year.”

As well as the national tel¬ 
evision campaign, w Debbie 
can also be seen on posters 
and billboards across the 
UK as part of the drive 
to recruit around 530,000 
women to join in with the 
Race for Life in 2015. 

Debbie was diagnosed 
with breast cancer after 
finding a lump and had 21 
weeks of chemotherapy fol¬ 
lowed by surgery. But last 
summer she suffered a fur¬ 
ther setback when doctors 
discovered the cancer had 
spread to her liver. 

“I’d been feeling pretty 
positive until that point,” 
said Debbie. “But hearing 
that the cancer had spread 
was the worst news. 

“When I went back to see 
my doctor again, I was re¬ 
assured there are different 
treatments to try and keep 
the cancer under control.” 

She contributed to re¬ 
search directly by donating 
blood and breast tissue, and 
also gives tours of the char¬ 
ity’s Birmingham facility. 
Debbie is now back at work 
full-time and taking hor¬ 
mone therapy, shrinking the 
secondary tumour. 

She is planning to take

More shops closing than opening 


MORE shops closed down than opened 
in the town centres of the Black Coun¬ 
try last year. 

In total, there were 371 new store 
openings and 524 closures across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire as re¬ 
tailers responded to the rise of online 
shopping. 

The net loss of 153 shops was worse 
than 2013 when it was 76. 

The research from the Local Data 
Company for accountants Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers (PwC) found that 
Dudley saw 11 closures and two open¬ 
ings. But in Stourbridge town centre 
it remained steady with five closures 
cancelled out by five openings. 


Wolverhampton had a greater net 
loss with 35 closures and 14 openings. 
Walsall had 21 shops shut and 12 
opening. 

Rob Hunt, restructuring partner at 
PwC in the West Midlands, said: “This 
year’s numbers expose the harsh im¬ 
pact of ‘macro’ changes on the high 
street, especially in certain sub-sectors 
— increasing regulation for money 
shops, the advance of technology for 
some phone operators and the contin¬ 
ued shift to the internet in the clothing 
sector. Despite the benign economy, 
the net loss of shops has accelerated. 

“Despite the continuing problem of 
closures, new sub-sectors such as dis¬ 


count shops and charity shops keep 
growing. The strength of the restau¬ 
rant and fast-food sectors is also a 
boost for the high street.” 

Birmingham city centre also had a 
net loss of shops with 87 closing and 
75 gained. 

The analysis highlights the chang¬ 
ing profile of town centres across the 
West Midlands, with mobile phones 
shops the hardest hit with a net loss 
of 44. 

Charity shops with a net increase of 
11, e-cigarettes outlets, jewellers, shoe 
shops, financial advisors, coffee shops 
and discount stores were among those 
opening in 2014.

Shocking figures for 
domestic violence 


MORE than 2,500 cases of domestic violence 
were reported in homes with children in Dud¬ 
ley in the space of a year, new figures reveal. 

The borough children’s chief called the figure 
‘shocking’ and said he believed there were many 
more people suffering in silence. 

The information has come to light in a council report as 
the council launches its new domestic violence and abuse 
strategy on Monday. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said the 
authority and support ser¬ 
vices were more committed 
than ever to tackling the 
issue. 

He said: “When you first 
see the figure it is shocking. 

“It is not just mums and 
dads who are involved. We 
know there are children see¬ 
ing terrible things going on 
between parents but there 
are lots of mechanisms now 
to get something done. 

Priority 

“Ensuring our children 
are in a safe home environ¬ 
ment is an absolute priority 
and at the council we enjoy 
close working relationships 
with partner agencies to 
help identify issues and take 
action where appropriate.” 

He added: “Not that 
many years ago there wasn’t 
anybody taking domestic 
violence as seriously as it 
should be, people would 
say ‘it’s just a domestic’. It 
shouldn’t be like that. 

“Now we are encouraging 
more people to report it. 

“From what I can tell it 
is not an abnormal figure in 
Dudley compared to the rest 
of the country.” 

Particularly concerning 
will be the number of at¬ 
tacks in homes with chil¬ 
dren. 

In each of the 2,568 cases 
between April 2013 and 
March 2014, children lived 
at the address and may or 
may not have been present 
during violence.

They took the opportu¬ 
nity to quiz councillors on 
a number of issues, while 
tucking in.

Questions asked included 
how shop fronts could be im¬ 
proved and what was being 
done to attract more traders 
to Dudley Market.

Police give 
too many 
cautions, 
says NIP 

A BLACK Country MP has 
criticised ‘inappropriate’ 
police cautions. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said police cautions 
were preventing many 
crimes from coming to court 
as they were handed out too 
often as a ‘slap on the wrist’. 

A report prompted by 
magistrates in Dudley has 
shown that police cautions 
are used inappropriately in 
up to a third of cases. 

The finding was revealed 
in a new report from MPs 
on the Home Affairs Select 
Committee on the use of 
‘out-of-court disposals’ in¬ 
cluding cautions, fines and 
community resolutions. 

Mr Austin said: “I called 
for a report on this issue 
after local people and magis¬ 
trates told me that too many 
offenders are being given a 
slap on the wrist. Now this 
report confirms that up to 
a third of offenders should 
face tougher action. 

“Police in Dudley work 
flat out to keep the pub¬ 
lic safe but victims have 
to feel that justice is being 
done when cases don’t go to 
court. 

“This is really important 
because local people want 
more police on the streets, 
more offenders brought be¬ 
fore court and more crimi¬ 
nals put in jail.” 

Death crash 
driver charge 

A MOTORIST has been 
charged with causing death 
by dangerous driving after a 
crash in Dudley. 

Jamie Wharton, aged 
29, suffered serious inju¬ 
ries when a Nissan Skyline 
he was driving careered 
through a garden wall in 
Netherton last year. His 
passenger, Timothy Pear¬ 
son, 23, from Quarry Bank, 
died in the incident. 

Wharton, of Birch Cop¬ 
pice, Quarry Bank, has now 
been charged over the crash 
that happened last June 
and is due to appear at Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates’ Court on 
March 31.

College wins appeal over pedestrian crossing 


A PEDESTRIAN crossing to improve the 
safety of students at Dudley College has fi¬ 
nally been given the go-ahead by a planning 
inspector. 

For more than two years staff and stu¬ 
dents at Dudley College have campaigned 
for the new crossing on The Broadway, say¬ 
ing lives were being put in danger on the 
busy road. The most recent accident was 
shortly before Christmas when a student 
was injured when hit by a car. 

Dudley Council had rejected the college’s 


application following objections from resi¬ 
dents who were worried about noise from 
students and were concerned that traffic 
queuing at the crossing would cause air 
quality problems. 

But planning inspector Ian Radcliffe de¬ 
cided noise from the crossing would be min¬ 
imal, as would the effect on air quality and 
did not outweigh the safety benefits from 
having the crossing. 

In a report following his visit to the town 
centre site on February 19, he said: “The 


noise and disturbance for nearby occupiers 
generated by the crossing would be minimal 
and the effect on air quality overall would 
be negligible. The highway safety benefits 
of the proposed development heavily out¬ 
weigh its adverse effects.” 

College principal Lowell Williams said: 
“We are pleased that the planning issue for 
the puffin crossing has finally been resolved 
by the Planning Inspectorate. 

“Although this has taken over two years 
to reach a successful conclusion, the appeal 


has delivered the right outcome. Common 
sense has prevailed. 

“The addition of a controlled crossing has 
always been a requirement in the develop¬ 
ment of the Dudley Learning Quarter.” 

He added he was ‘exceptionally disap¬ 
pointed’ the plans had been refused in 
the first place, especially as the council’s 
officers had backed the scheme. Tens of 
thousands of pounds had been spent on the 
appeal, which could have been better spent 
on providing facilities for young people. 


Regulars rally to protect 
pub after store proposal 


PLANS to build a convenience store on a 
Stourbridge pub car park would increase 
traffic on a busy road, worried residents say. 

The Hare & Hounds, in Wynall Lane, Wollescote, 
is among a number of pubs sold by Marston’s Brew¬ 
ery and taken on by property investment firm New 
River Retail. 

While bosses from the firm do not want to close the pub, 


they do propose to budd a 
Co-operative store on part 
of the car park. 

Landlord Lee Sargeant, 
45, is battling the plans say¬ 
ing it would leave him with 
just six car parking spaces, 
effectively killing his trade. 

More than 60 residents 
packed into a public meeting 
held at the pub on Monday. 

People said there had al¬ 
ready been a number of ac¬ 
cidents along the road and 
fear the store would increase 
the traffic. Others said that 
if the pub was forced to close 
it would destroy their social 
lives. 

Stephen Burley, 61, of 
Brook Crescent, said: “It 
will be right next to a very 
tight and dangerous junc¬ 
tion. It is just not the right 
place for a shop.” 

Frank and Denise Crage, 
of Seymour Road, said they 
were also concerned about 
the scheme. 

Mr Crage, 50, an engi¬ 
neer, said: “If there are only 
going to be a limited num¬ 
ber of spaces for the pub 
then where are the people 
using the convenience store 
going to park? They are 
going to start parking up

along the road outside and 
in nearby streets, right out¬ 
side people’s homes. This is 
already a busy road and this 
is going to make the prob¬ 
lem worse.” 

Mrs Crage, 48, a teaching 
assistant, added: “The pub 
is important to the commu¬ 
nity of this area. It is a social 
hub for this area and no-one 
wants to see it put at risk.” 

Sarah Smith, 31, of Amos 
Road, said the pub had al¬ 
ready raised £5,000 for the 
Air Ambulance and £2,400 
for Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. “If there is no¬ 
where to park then people 
will not come. It will mean 
charities will miss out,” she 
said. 

Roy Foxall, 68, of Grove 
Road, has been a regular at 
the Hare & Hounds for 50 
years. “If it wasn’t here it 
would destroy the social life 
of a lot of people,” he said. 

Mr Sargeant said he was 
delighted with the amount 
of support with around 300 
people already signing a pe¬ 
tition opposing the plan. 


Drained canal reopens 

AN historic canal in the heart of Birmingham’s bustling 
city centre has been reopened after emergency repairs 
were carried out on a serious leak. 

Water had been flooding out of the Gas Street Basin, 
off Broad Street, into a disused railway tunnel below the 
canal. A 656ft stretch of the Worcester and Birmingham 
Canal, which had been closed between the basin and the 
Mailbox, was reopened last Thursday. 


Fan prints 
his own 
Iron Man 
hero suit 

A COMIC book fan has 
printed his own full-size 
Iron Man suit. 

It is like that worn in the 
blockbuster superhero mov¬ 
ies starring Robert Downey 
Jr, as Marvel Comics’ bil¬ 
lionaire genius Tony Stark. 

Ross Wilkes, 20, of Hale¬ 
sowen, a flower wholesaler, 
bought a Vellman K8200 3D 
printer in 2013 for around 
£700, then printed the 
suit piece by piece over 14 
months. 

“I would put the printer 
on in the morning before I 
went to work and it would 
be done by the time I came 
home,” he said. “By the 
end I had around 600 sep¬ 
arate pieces and it took me 
a month to solder them all 
together.” 

The printer works by lay¬ 
ering plastic to form a solid 
object. 

“They are still relatively 
new but 3D printing is 
something that has always 
fascinated me,” said Mr Wil¬ 
kes. “It’s a slow process and, 
yes, it is frustrating because 
it can go wrong a lot. But 
it’s been worth it.” 

The suit is now a prize 
possession but adds that 
he cannot paint it as the 
only paint suitable is nail 
varnish. “It would take me 
longer to paint it than it did 
Marvel Comics fan Ross Wilkes with his plastic Iron Man suit created on a 3D to build it!” he added.

FUNDING for care for elderly people at their 
homes across the West Midlands is among 
the lowest in the country - sparking fears 
residents are being put at risk. 

A minimum of £15.74 an hour should be paid for 


home care, according to a 
but in Walsall the council 
Sandwell the figure is £12 
hampton.

Pressure 
on police 
to slash 
numbers 

UP to 2,500 West Midlands 
Police officers and staff are 
set to be axed in the next 
four years as the force bat¬ 
tles to save a further £120 
million. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims warned the cuts would 
result in fewer bobbies on 
the beat and major changes 
to the force’s neighbourhood 
policing programme. 

Some £126m has already 
been cut from the budget 
since 2010 and 3,000 people 
lost from the payroll. Over¬ 
all, this means the strength 
of the force is expected to 
fall by more than 5,000 peo¬ 
ple to just 8,500 in a decade. 

Beat 

West Midlands Police 
Federation deputy chairman 
Tom Cuddeford said: “You 
need boots on the ground 
and fewer officers working 
the beat means less engage¬ 
ment with local communi¬ 
ties.” 

The force’s 2020 Blue¬ 
print, which pinpoints 36 
major changes to working 
practices, aims to make the 
best use of new technology 
to cushion the effects of aus¬ 
terity. 

Ch Con Sims said: “With 
shrinking resources we 
must rise to this challenge. 
We have got to deliver at 
least as good, if not a better, 
way of policing. 

“The public will be no less 
safe but the way we provide 
that security will be differ¬ 
ent.” 


131 arrests in one year 
at six football grounds 


PITCH invasions, racist chants, fireworks - 
these are some of the offences football fans 
were arrested for in the West Midlands. 

Last year, a total of 131 arrests were made at the 
homes of Wolves, West Bromwich Albion, Walsall, 
Aston Villa, Birmingham City and Coventry City. 

Three fans were arrested at Molineux over ‘racist inci¬ 
dents’ while one supporter was dealt with for racist chant¬ 


ing at the Hawthorns and 
three at Villa Park. At St 
Andrews, there were three 
arrests for ‘indecent chant¬ 
ing’. 

Figures show a total of 
131 arrests were made at 
football grounds in the West 
Midlands during 2014. That 
was down by nearly half on 
the year before when there 
were 233 arrests. 

Police took action with 
fans who took fireworks into 
grounds, hurled objects and 
ran onto the pitch.There 
were also a number of inci¬ 
dents involving drunk fans. 

During the period, the 
most arrests were made at 
Molineux. But olice made 
17 arrests following the FA 
Cup quarter final between 
Aston Villa and West Brom¬ 
wich Albion, while Watford 
supporter Nick Cruyws was 
left in a critical condition 
after being attacked as he 
left Molineux. 

Chief Superintendent 
Chris Johnson, from West 
Midlands Police, said: “The 
manner in which we police

football fixtures has evolved 
over recent seasons. The 
basic principle remains that 
while public safety remains 
our absolute priority, foot¬ 
ball-related violence and 
disorder will be dealt with 
robustly.” 

Keeley Baptista, from 
football anti-racism cam¬ 
paign group Kick it Out, 
said: “Incidents still remain 
commonplace across all lev¬ 
els of the game.” 

A total of 90 arrests were 
made before, during and 
after Wolves games over 
the past two years. At the 
Hawthorns, 59 arrests 
were made during 2013 and 
2014, which included one 
supporter who had an offen¬ 
sive weapon. Villa Park saw 
a total of 70 arrests while 
there were 84 at city rivals 
Birmingham. 

The figures did not say 
whether offences were com¬ 
mitted by home or away 
supporters.

THREE teenagers have now 
been arrested and bailed by the 
Metropolitan Police, after being 
detained in Turkey on suspicion 
of plotting terrorist acts in Syria. 
And how exactly does this make 
our streets safer?

SHOULD he stay or should he 
go? The great Jeremy Clarkson 
debate seems to divide public 
opinion like few other matters at 
the moment. 

A million people have so far 
signed an online petition calling 
for the former Chronicle motor¬ 
ing writer to be reinstated as the 
Top Gear frontman. 

Meanwhile a YouGov poll of 
780 UK adults said that 45 per 
cent believe the purveyor of 
tweed and faded denim should 
be sacked over what has been 
quaintly described as a ‘fracas’. 

What I can’t understand is how 
any of these people feel they are 
in a position to pass judgement. 
Whether or not Clarkson keeps 
his job must surely be down to 
what happened at the hotel on 
the night in question, and noth¬ 
ing else taken into consideration. 

How many of the 45 per 
cent calling for Clarkson to be 
sacked, or for that matter the 
million people who think he’s 
Jack the Lad, have any idea of 
the events that took place? 

If Clarkson really did punch a 
producer in the face, then he’s 
obviously on very thin ice in¬ 
deed. Nobody, wherever they 
work, should be allowed to as¬ 
sault a colleague in that way, and 
it would be hard to see how he 
could keep his position. 

However, if he didn’t punch 
anybody, then he should be al¬ 
lowed to get on with his job. It is 
a matter about discipline in the 
workplace, not an ideological 
battle between white van men 
and Guardian readers. 

If 45 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion think Clarkson is a loud¬ 
mouthed, opinionated oaf, that 
is fair enough. He probably 
wouldn’t argue with them. But it 
is not their place to decide what 
we can and can’t watch on tel¬ 
evision. 

Top Gear is one of the BBC’s 
most commercially successful 
programmes, bringing in millions 
of pounds for the corporation, 
much of which will be spent on 
the sort of worthy programmes 
the Clarkson-bashers love. 

Look, I don’t like Strictly Come 
Dancing very much, but if peo¬ 
ple want to watch it, that is up 
to them. I won’t be starting a 
petition for Len Goodman to be 
sacked. 

One aspect to the Clarkson 
row which seem to have slipped 
by unnoticed. The BBC report¬ 
edly paid nearly £6,000 to stay 
at the Simonstone Hall Hotel. 
The venue no doubt also derived 
considerable kudos from having 
some of the biggest stars on 
television staying there. Would 
it really have been too much for 
someone to have worked a few 
hours overtime so the Top Gear 
team could have had a cooked 
meal when they returned from a 
long day filming?

Century of history 
is all bottled up 



Former owner Edwin Alfred Holden, who died in 1920 aged 45 


ADAM BURLING takes a 
look at Holden’s brewery’s 
humble beginnings as it 
marks its 100th anniversary 

A BLACK Country brewery is 
toasting its 100th anniversary 
this year - thanks to Edwin Al¬ 
fred Holden abandoning plans 
to follow in his father’s foot¬ 
steps. 

Born in 1875, Edwin was the 
youngest of seven sons. His father 
Daniel was a skilled shoemaker and 
after he left school, Edwin initially 
decided to join him and older broth¬ 
er Walter in the family business. 

He also worked in the Trust in Provi¬ 
dence pub in Washington Street, Dudley, 
combining his drinking with courting the 
landlord’s daughter, Lucy Blanche Eliza¬ 
beth, who worked behind the bar. 

The couple married at St Andrew’s 
Church, Netherton, in October 1898, 
when Edwin was 23 years old and his 
new bride 20. 

Licence 

Edwin’s father-in-law persuaded the 
newlyweds to take the tenancy of The 
Britannia Inn at Northheld Road, Neth¬ 
erton where they stayed for six years. 
When Lucy’s father died in 1900, her 
mother kept the licence of The Britan¬ 
nia and in 1904 the couple moved to the 
Struggling Man Inn, Dudley. 

The couple went on to run a number 
of pubs including the Atkinson’s house, 
The Britannia Inn in Netherton. 

They ended up at the Summer House 
in Woodsetton in 1910, where they 
stayed until 1920, but in August 1915 
Edwin and Lucy bought the freehold of 
The Park Inn in Woodsetton, where the 
brewery has been based ever since. 

The Park Inn had a cottage and a gar¬ 
den at the side and at the back a well 


kept-bowling green and brewing equip¬ 
ment previously used by Atkinson’s. 

Harry ‘Ossie’ Round, the brewer at 
the time, brewed a very dark strong 
mild twice a week and a special strong 
ale at Christmas. By 1920 Edwin had 
fallen ill and he died in August, aged 45. 

Lucy took over as licensee of The 
Park and was in charge until 1938, and 
son Teddy was to follow in his parents’ 
footsteps. The bowling green was her 
pride and joy and it was kept in impec¬ 
cable condition by a few of the regulars 
who were paid in pints each week. 


By 1930 Lucy’s eyesight was failing 
due to diabetes and by 1934 she was 
blind, though she was still active in the 
day-to-day running of the pub. 

Teddy married Clara Perry-Ham- 
mond in June 1938, but three weeks 
before the wedding his mother died at 
The Park Inn aged 60. 

From 1940-44, the firm was kept 
busy brewing beer for the local RAF 
stations, and in 1944 a third pub was 
added to the estate when The New Inn 
in Coseley in 1944 was bought ‘slightly 
bomb damaged’ for £2,500. 


Edwin Holden’s Bottling Company 
was formed in 1943 at the back of The 
Park Inn by Clara Holden’s brothers, 
Samuel and Wilfred Hammond. 

In August 1966, Samuel died unex¬ 
pectedly aged 52, having been a director 
for 21 years. 

His son, Paul, succeeded him, taking 
over the bottling in 1967 after spending 
two years at Phipps of Northampton 
Brewery as a student brewer. 

In the early days, it bottled not only 
the Holden’s range of beers but national 
brews for clubs, free houses and whole¬ 
salers. 

The 1970s saw a move to draught cask 
-conditioned beer, with production run¬ 
ning at around 200 barrels per week, or 
57,500 pints and the ensuing decades 
saw the company expand. 

Estate 

Before his death in 1981, Teddy had 
acquired several pubs including The 
New Inn, Rose & Crown, The Trumpet 
and had also extended the brewery. 

His sons, Jonothan and Edwin, went 
on to increase the Holden’s estate, which 
included the acclaimed Great Western 
and Codsall Station. 

In 1991 Jonothan joined his father at 
the brewery after learning the trade at 
Morrell’s Brewery in Oxford. Jonothan 
was instrumental in the creation and 
launch of Golden Glow which is now 
Holden’s best-selling ale. 

During the 1990s, The Ivy Bush in 
Smethwick, The Bell at Trysull, The 
Shrubbery Cottage, Oldswinford, and 
The Lamp Tavern, Bloxwich, were also 
added to the Holden’s estate. 

In December 2002, Edwin died, aged 
57, after a short illness. 

Over the next 10 years, there were 
purchases of three further pubs - The 
Waterfall, in Warley, Ye Olde Robin 
Hood Inn, Ironbridge, and The Fellows 
in Dudley.

And given that the Tories have 
a lot more money in their coffers, 
Ed Miliband’s party could prob¬ 
ably do with every penny it can 
get. 

Labour sends out begging 
emails every few days. This 
week it resorted to one signed 
by David Cameron saying how 
much he loved Labour. The joke 
was that it wasn’t THE David 
Cameron but a Scottish sup¬ 
porter with the same name. 

But back to Blair and his 
campaign funds. UKIP’s James 
Carver calls Tony Blair an ‘em¬ 
barrassment’ and reminds 
everyone that he was the Prime 
Minister that took us into Iraq 
and Afghanistan. He says the 
donations should have been re¬ 
fused. 

He also calls it the ‘Blair rich 
project’, which means unless 
he thought of that one himself 
there’s a spin doctor working for 
him somewhere who is clearly 
earning his crust. 

Labour probably doesn’t need 
to pay too much heed to its op¬ 
ponents on this though. After all, 
that’s what opponents do. They 
oppose stuff. Where it does 
need to do a bit of soul search¬ 
ing is among its own members. 

The six constituency Labour 
parties around here to whom 
Mr Blair is handing his money - 
Cannock Chase, Dudley South, 
Stourbridge, Stafford, Halesow¬ 
en and Rowley Regis and Wol¬ 
verhampton South West - are all 
grateful. 

After all, Mr Blair secured 
three election victories in a row. 
Even the 2005 one was a major¬ 
ity of 66 seats. David Cameron 
and Ed Miliband would probably 
consider 10 a great result in May. 

It is also more than Mr Blair 
needed to do for Labour. He’s 
making millions on the world 
stage and hardly needs to give 
two hoots about his old party. 
Indeed, to listen to some party 
members, you’d think he was 
the one who had made Labour 
unelectable in the 1980s. 

Yet for all the things people 
did not like about him in the end, 
Labour are within touching dis¬ 
tance of returning to government 
after just a single term in oppo¬ 
sition. 

Some candidates such as the 
one in Dundee who rejected the 
money, however, might feel hyp¬ 
ocritical for accepting it if they 
opposed Mr Blair on Iraq. 

And while the £1,000 offered 
will undoubtedly come in useful 
for leaflets and other campaign 
material, the big dilemma is 
whether it is going to be more 
hindrance than help. 

For if Tony Blair is a divisive 
figure within Labour, he is even 
more so to the electorate the 
party has to win over. 

And that’s a rather ironic coda 
for the political career of a man 
whose pinnacle was in uniting 
both left and right wing voters 
behind him.

Cheers - raise a glass 
to brewery centenary 


THE brewing industry has 
changed dramatically over 
the last 100 years - but one 
of the Black Country’s best 
known firms remains as pop¬ 
ular as ever. 

Holden’s is celebrating its centenary 
year, and from humble beginnings the 
family-run business is now expanding 
as drinkers return to real ale. 

Although the equipment at its site 
has become more modern, bosses are 
keeping traditions alive despite seeing 
production soar. The essence of the 
brewing process remains the same as 
it has for decades, though the scale has 
increased. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 20 
pubs across the Black Country, Hold¬ 
en’s expansion will see its base at the 
Park Inn, Sedgley Road, Woodsetton, 
extended and its ale production in¬ 
creased from 50,000 pints a week to 
75,000. 

A new tank room will be completed, 
increasing capacity by 50 per cent. 
New micro breweries such as the

Backyard Brewhouse in Brownhills 
are building up a reputation but the 
Holden family say few can match their 
history and pedigree. 

The extension has been built at the 
rear of the site, in George Street, and 
will see extra fermentation tanks in¬ 
stalled. 

Director Abi Kemp, whose 
great-grandmother Lucy was a driving 
force behind establishing the brewery 
in 1915, said: “It is really exciting year 
for us and it’s lovely that we still have 
family members running the business. 
These are really exciting times for us. 

“We are moving forward but we 
are a family business with a lot of 
history. We want to celebrate the last 
100 years and give people the chance 
to learn about how the company has 
developed.” 

As part of the latest revamp, the 
old warehouses at The Park Inn were 
taken down and rebuilt, a new two sto¬ 
rey office block was constructed on the 


site of the old off licence, and 18 new 
tanks installed. A test kitchen, bottle 
store and office suite are also part of 
the three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden 
said: “There has been a resurgence in 
the popularity of ales in recent time 
and this has been a massive benefit to 
us. This expansion is necessary for us 
to build on the business.” 

The brewery has a popular line of its 
own bottled beer now, but bosses say 
they want to keep focusing on draught 
in pubs to keep the industry going. 

The Park Inn is steeped in history, 
with photographs of the Holden fam¬ 
ily, their workers and changes to the 
brewery displayed through the pub. 

The brewery is hosting an open day 
on July 18 and 19 with guided tours 
and a mini beer festival.

‘will save £31,000’

FREEZING councillors’ allowances will save a Black 
Country council £31,000, its leader has stated. 

Sandwell Council rejected a proposed two per cent rise 
saying they wanted to stand by residents in the face of mas¬ 
sive cuts in funding from the Government. 

The move came despite the council needing to slash £63 
million from its budgets by 2017. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: “Nationally there 
was a 2.2 per cent ‘cost of living’ increase for local gov¬ 
ernment employees that came in on January 1. Sandwell’s 
councillors voted unanimously not to accept this rise, which 
will save the council around £31,000 a year. 

“This isn’t a reflection on the hard work councillors do 
for their residents. 

“But I don’t feel it would be acceptable for members to 
take a pay rise when we are dealing with government cuts 
and having to make further savings.” 

The council has also agreed to freeze council tax for a 
fifth year. 


Taser used 
after party 
ended with 
cue threats 


A ROW over pictures taken on a mobile 
phone at a pub party ended with police hav¬ 
ing to use a Taser on a man, a judge was told. 

The disagreement spilled into the street after Am- 
ritpal Dhanda tried to calm things down, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. But he got caught up 
in the dispute again while waiting for a taxi. 


The 43-year-old father 
of three waited outside the 
British Queen in Birming¬ 
ham Road, Oldbury, ex¬ 
plained Mr Edward Soulsby, 
prosecuting. 

Dhanda went back into 
the pub and came out with 
a pool cue intending to scare 
people who were attacking 
his brother, it was said. 

But he ‘saw red,’ started 
wielding it as a weapon and 
became so aggressive that 
police had to deploy a Taser 
before being able to arrest 
him, continued Mr Soulsby. 

Mr Charnjit Jutla, de¬ 
fending, said: “There is no 
evidence to suggest that he 
actually used any violence 
and the incident was short¬ 
lived but there came a point 
when he went out of control. 

“He saw red after the 
police arrived. He was ag¬ 
grieved because he thought 
the opposing group were

getting away with it and 
accepts that his behaviour 
was unacceptable. This was 
wholly out of character. He 
is a hard working family 
man.” 

Dhanda from Hugh Road, 
Smethwick, admitted using 
unlawful violence and pos¬ 
sessing an offensive weapon. 
He was given a 12-month 
community order with 140 
hours of unpaid work and 
£300 costs. 

Judge Peter Barrie told 
him: “Any passer-by who 
came upon this late night 
alcohol-fuelled disorder 
outside a pub would have 
seen you completely out of 
control. 

“But I accept that you 
did not start the violence 
and saw your brother being 
physically attacked.”

Fingers crossed 
for clear skies to 
see the sun smile 


A NEAR total solar eclipse of the sun 
will bring a rare astronomical spec¬ 
tacle to the UK this week that will 
not grace the skies again for another 
decade. 

Across the Black Country the eclipse is set to 
bring out thousands of sky-gazers to witness the 
phenomenon as the moon moves in front of the 
sun shortly before 8.30am tomorrow (Friday). 

At that time the region’s streets could well re¬ 
semble some bizarre science fiction scene, with 
people decked out in cardboard-rimmed glasses 
clamouring to get a look at the eclipse. 

In the UK the proportion of the sun covered 
by the moon will increase towards the north, 
with 89.3 per cent covered in the Black Country. 

The eclipse is set to begin at 8.25am and reach 
its maximum effect at 9.31am, before ending at 
10.40am. 

Experts have predicted an array of dazzling 
effects, including small crescents of light trans¬ 
posed onto the ground and an other-worldly 
chill in the air as the sun is blocked out. 

Simon Barnett, of the Wolverhampton As¬ 
tronomical Society, described what people can 
expect to see. 

He said: “We’re not going to get totality in the 
UK, you have to go to the Faroe Islands for that, 
but this is a very big eclipse. 

Caution 

“It’s rare to get one of this magnitude. Nearly 
90 per cent of the sun’s diameter will be hidden 
by the moon, so the light will appear dimmed. 

“A small crescent of the sun will appear 
visible, as if it’s lying on its back with horns 
pointing upwards. Around 9am there will be a 
slight cold tinge in the air. There could also be 
a change in the sky’s colour to the north. There 
will be a general gloom and the planet Venus 
could come into view in the east.” 

Mr Barnet added that extreme caution should

be taken when staring at the sun. He said: 
“Under no circumstances should anyone gaze 
directly at the eclipse,” he said. “Glasses with 
special filters should be worn, and even them 
I wouldn’t recommend looking for more than a 
minute. Under no circumstances should people 
use a telescope or binoculars. 

The Royal College of Ophthalmologists said 
looking directly at the Sun can lead to retinal 
burns and may cause significant, sometimes per¬ 
manent, loss of sight. 

Holly Hall Academy in Dudley has provided 
students with free eclipse glasses and solar tel¬ 
escopes so they can watch the eclipse unfold, all 
under the watchful eye of design teacher Mark 
Townley, an avid astronomer for more than 30 
years. He said: “The last major solar eclipse was 
in 1999 and the next one isn’t until 2026 so it’s 
important to give our students the opportunity.” 


Travellers on 
railways face 
misery over 
Easter period 

RAIL passengers in the West Mid¬ 
lands will face replacement buses 
with train disruption over the Easter 
weekend. 

London Midland services between 
Bescot Stadium and Rugeley Town 
will be closed from Good Friday, 
April 3, until Tuesday, April 7. Buses 
replace trains between Tame Bridge 
Parkway and Walsall and Rugeley 
Trent Valley because of work being 
done by Network Rail (NR). 

There will also be issues on the 
West Coast Main Line. The Easter 
work will see some sections of lines 
shut with buses replacing trains on 
some routes. 

Euston 

One of the biggest projects is at 
Reading in Berkshire while another 
big project, at Watford in Hertford¬ 
shire, will mean disruption to jour¬ 
neys in and out of Euston station in 
London. 

There will also be disruption to 
trains in and out of London’s Liver¬ 
pool Street station, while other areas 
where services will be disrupted in¬ 
clude Dorking in Surrey, Crewe in 
Cheshire, between Lancaster and 
Carlisle and between Peterborough 
and Ely. 

On Easter Sunday, Virgin Trains 
between London Euston and Bir¬ 
mingham New Street or Crewe will 
run between Northampton and Bir¬ 
mingham New Street or Crewe only. 
Until 10am, replacement buses will 
operate between London Euston and 
Milton Keynes Central and North¬ 
ampton and after 10am replacement 
buses will operate between London 
Euston and Hemel Hempstead, Mil- 
ton Keynes Central, Northampton, 
with an hourly train service running 
between Hemel Hempstead and Mil- 
ton Keynes Central. 

Passengers are advised to allow 
extra time when travelling.

An statement said: “The investigation found that, on 
the balance of probabilities, the actions taken by the po¬ 
lice officers in their initial interaction with the man and 
the use of restraint was proportionate and necessary. 

“The investigation found no evidence against either 
of the officers in relation to the injuries the man sus¬ 
tained and therefore no case to answer for misconduct 
was found against any of the officers involved.”

Car park delays 
work on Black 


Country ice rink 


WORK on a huge ice rink 
for the Black Country could 
begin by the end of the year. 

It has been more than 
a year since plans to cre¬ 
ate an ice rink on the site 
of the Queens Square car 
park in West Bromwich 
first emerged. But Mike 
Petrouis, chief executive of 
Planet Ice, says the plans 
are still very much alive. 

He said the company 
would lodge the plans with 
Sandwell Council once it 
had arranged for the mul¬ 
ti-storey car park to be de¬ 
molished. 

The original plan was for 
the demolition of the car 
park to start last spring 
with the development of the 
ice rink to begin in the au¬ 


tumn and the building to be 
open by the end of 2015. 

Mr Petrouis said: “The 
car park needs bulldozing 
and that is all we are wait¬ 
ing for. The onus is on us to 
get it done. 

“The scheme is still on as 
far as we’re concerned and 
there is no reason to think 
the council aren’t encourag¬ 
ing it.” 

Mr Petroius said he ex¬ 
pected the delay over the 
demolition of the car park 
to be resolved in the next 
two months. 

Then, if the plans are 
approved by councillors, he 
said work would start by the 
end of this year on the 1,500 
seater ice rink, creating at 
least 100 jobs. 


A FETISH club has renewed 
its bid to open in Dudley 
and now planning chiefs are 
backing the scheme, months 
after the original was blocked 
by councillors. 

Council planners said their de¬ 
cision had been made without 
making ‘a moral judgement on 
the nature of the club’. 

The Valhalla Club would cater for 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community, disabled people 
and the vulnerable, the council was 
told. 

It would be based in premises in 
Dock Lane, opposite Dudley Leisure 
Centre. 

Clive Thomson, owner of the club, 
has lodged a fresh application for a 
change of use for the building.

His first bid to open the club was 
rejected by councillors in December. 
But since then a separate committee 
granted a licence for the club to sell al¬ 
cohol and for live and recorded music. 

The previous application had re¬ 
ferred to the venue as a ‘private mem¬ 
bers club’ but the current bid states 
it would be a ‘social club and photo¬ 
graphic studio’. 

A report will go before members of 
the council’s planning committee this 
week. It says: “The purpose of this re¬ 
port is to assess the suitability of the 
proposed use from a land use plan¬ 
ning perspective and not to consider 
a moral judgement on the nature of 
the club. 

“This proposed development will 
involve the re-use of an otherwise 


redundant building which has been 
shown to be no longer viable for fur¬ 
ther industrial use. 

“On this basis, it is considered that 
the proposed change of use is accept¬ 
able in this location in compliance 
with the relevant policies.” 

But the application has so far re¬ 
ceived more than 30 objections with 
the main issues being the location 
close to the leisure centre, religious 
buildings, a primary school and homes. 

The club is finished inside and is 
waiting to open. 

Mr Thomson said: “We have gone 
through licensing and scrutiny com¬ 
mittees all without issue. The plan¬ 
ning department and officers are on 
board with us, it is now just the com¬ 
mittee, and I believe the issues there 
are completely personal. 

“They don’t understand what this 
club is.” 


Locomotives 


steaming in 
for SVR gala 


A CELEBRATION of the 
golden age of steam will 
kick off the Severn Valley 
Railway’s 50th anniversa¬ 
ry year. 

The Spring Steam Gala 
will see four visiting loco¬ 
motives star alongside the 
railway’s own historical 
engines. The event, from 
tomorrow (Friday) to Sun¬ 
day, will also mark the 
launch of a golden jubilee 
exhibition. 

Headlining the visiting 
engine line-up and making 
its SVR debut will be No 
90733 Dub Dee, which will 
travel from the Keighley 
and Worth Valley Railway 
in West Yorkshire. Dub 
Dee was built in 1945 and 
was shipped to Europe to 
aid troop and supply move¬ 
ments on the continent. 


After the war, it found

Lindsay Kendrick, of the 
SVR, said: “The former 
Great Western Railway 
resident No L92 returns to 
join the celebrations from 
the South Devon Railway.

Dinosaur display is 
new at safari park 

THE Land of the Living 
Dinosaurs attraction is a 
new exhibit which will be 
roaring into life at West 
Midland Safari Park this 
weekend.

Two fans injured 
in station violence 

TWO men were seriously 
hurt after being caught up 
in trouble before a West 
Bromwich Albion match. 

The men from Dudley 
and Cradley Heath, both 
aged 52, were assaulted 
as a train pulled into the 
Hawthorns station before 
Albion’s game against 
Southampton on February 
28. 

One of the victims sus¬ 
tained a double fracture to 
his jaw and had to undergo 
corrective surgery. The 
other was left with a gash 
on the head and a black 
eye. One of the men was at¬ 
tacked on the train as it ar¬ 
rived into the station. The 
second man was assaulted 
on the station platform.

Digital autopsies set to 
become norm in borough 


DIGITAL autopsies using scanners could re¬ 
place traditional ‘invasive’ procedures com¬ 
pletely in Sandwell. 

Last year the borough became only the third area 
in the country to install a £1.2 million digital autop¬ 
sy suite at Sandwell Valley Crematorium. 

Now the council will decide whether to allocate funds 
to make digital autopsies the preferred method. If the 


proposal is approved, the 
council could foot the bill 
for each digital autopsy car¬ 
ried out at the request of the 
Black Country Coroner. 

Currently, digital autop¬ 
sies are only carried out at 
the request of the family 
of the deceased, who then 
pay the bill. But if the pro¬ 
posal is passed the authority 
would pay for digital autop¬ 
sies the same way it funds 
traditional ones. 

The cost of each autopsy 
works out at around £500 
whereas the average cost of 
a traditional post mortem is 
close to £1,000. 

Leader of Sandwell 
Council Councillor Darren 
Cooper said the proposal 
will avoid what he called a 
‘two-tier system’. 

He said: “It is always the 
coroner’s call, as he is the 
professional, he makes the 
call as to what the best pro¬ 
cedure is. 

“What we did want to 
avoid was a two-tier sys¬ 
tem. Some people may not 
be able to afford a digital 
autopsy and it is not fair for 
them to not be able to have 
it as an option. 

“This means that the

council will simply pay for 
digital autopsies, if the cor¬ 
oner thinks they are supe¬ 
rior, the same way it pays 
for traditional ones.” 

The digital autopsy suite 
offers a less invasive way 
to carry out post mortems, 
using a CT scanner which 
means the coroner is not 
required to carry out a full 
autopsy. 

Since the suite was in¬ 
stalled at the crematorium 
in October, 20 digital autop¬ 
sies have been carried out 
by Black Country Coroner 
Zafar Siddique. Of those, 
two required a further tra¬ 
ditional autopsy. 

A report submitted to 
cabinet by officers said: “As 
a result of the leadership 
demonstrated by the cor¬ 
oner and his desire to em¬ 
brace innovative working 
to improve service delivery 
for the bereaved, use of the 
digital autopsy facility in 
Sandwell has become estab¬ 
lished and is becoming the 
standard operating proce¬ 
dure.”

Black Country leaders veto 
Greater Brum 'Metro Mayor' 


Cancer gave Sadie the 
courage to set sail 



Sadie Windmill on her yacht — she says the experience 
of having cancer gaver her the courage to change her life 

SHE is the school teacher who has taken to the seas to sail 
her boat like a heroine from an adventure novel. But Sadie 
Windmill has succeeded in an even greater challenge - bat¬ 
tling a serious form of cancer. 

The 44-year-old former Kingswinford assistant head¬ 
teacher was stunned after being diagnosed with cancer 
more than two years ago. 

Sadie remembers her early concerns and visits to the 
doctor with a swollen neck which was diagnosed as mumps. 
However, the problem persisted and after a consultant 
backed up the doctor’s opinion, she decided to go private 
and see a head and neck surgeon. 

The surgeon, John Watkinson, based at the Priory Hos¬ 
pital, Edgbaston, ordered tests and the next day confirmed 
that Sadie had chronic lymphocytic leukaemia. 

“We were stunned. Having never been really ill in my life 
it was such a shocker and took a while to accept it all,” said 
Sadie, who was assistant head at the Crestwood School, 
Kingswinford. 

She went to see consultant haemato-oncologist Dr Prem¬ 
ini Mahendra - or Prem as the couple came to know her. 

Chemotherapy 

Life was turned upside down for Sadie and her husband 
Jules as she was forced to undergo an intensive course of 
chemotherapy. 

“Life became a whirlwind of operations, tubes, needles 
and hospital appointments,” she said. “I had six chemo¬ 
therapy treatments in six months. I won’t lie, it was tough, 
but we were determined to remain positive throughout. 

“At the end of the first cycle, the lumps were no longer 
visible to the eye. I also was very proactive, exercising, get¬ 
ting out in the fresh air, meditating and changing my diet 
totally,” she added. 

The three month tests showed that all the tumours were 
gone and three months later Dr Mahendra announced that 
Sadie was in full remission. 

After they received the happy news, the couple thought 
they must do something life changing to celebrate the land¬ 
mark moment. They wanted to see the world so boarded 
their yacht, with their two dogs Tinker and Scrappy, and 
sailed around France, Spain, Gibraltar, Morocco and Por¬ 
tugal. 

“Every day is different. We drop anchor, catch fish, go 
kayaking, swim off the back of the boat, have a barbecue 
and walk the dogs,” she said. 

But the couple still keep in regular touch with Prem, re¬ 
turning for tests every six months . 

Sadie said: “If I had never had cancer, I would never have 
been brave enough to do what we are doing now. We love 
the way of life we now lead with lots of sun, relaxation and 
a Mediterranean diet. 

“With wi-fi and Skype we probably see more of family 
than ever before. 

“I would never wish to have had cancer but without it I 
would never be leading such a fulfilled, adventurous life.” 


BLACK Country leaders are 
demanding that the idea of 
a ‘Metro Mayor’ for the West 
Midlands be ruled out in talks 
on a combined authority.

Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Walsall and Birmingham councils 
have already agreed to create a joint

authority but the door was left open 
to Coventry and Solihull. 

There are concerns that if the name 
Greater Birmingham is used it will 
give the impression that it is the sec¬ 
ond city that is in charge, rather than 
an equal partnership with the neigh¬ 
bouring cities and boroughs. 

Referendum 

Chancellor George Osborne contin¬ 
ues to float the idea of a West Midlands 
regional mayor, despite Birmingham 
having already voted in a referendum 
to not have one. 

The combined authority would allow 
the councils to work together on pro¬ 
jects that benefit the whole of the West 
Midlands and avoid having to compete 
with each other for ever-shrinking 


pots of Government funding. In the 
letter Councillor Cooper says: “With 
regard to the notion of a Metro Mayor, 
the Black Country Councils would like 
to use the following wording in our 
communications: ‘A Metro or regional 
Mayor is not part of the solution for 
the governance structure of the West 
Midlands and will not be a part of any 
agreements to create a combined au¬ 
thority.’ 

“Secondly, with regard to the name 
of the combined authority we have to 
think about what will be acceptable to 
the individual councils and the resi¬ 
dents of the localities. 

“Black Country councils believe 
that the name should be ‘West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority’. 

“We would urge colleagues to sup¬ 
port this so that we can give clear 
direction to officers in regard to the 
name and mayor issues.”

COUNCIL bosses are join¬ 
ing forces to call on people 
to make a personal pledge 
to help tackle Child Sexual 
Exploitation (CSE). 

Dudley, Sandwell, Wal¬ 
sall and Wolverhampton 
councils, along with West 
Midlands Police were sup¬ 
porting the first national 
CSE awareness day, held 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

Abuse 

Organised by charity Na¬ 
tional Working Group Net¬ 
work, the day was aiming 
to encourage everyone to 
think about and speak out 
against such abuse. 

The seven regional coun¬ 
cils, the police and partner 
organisations are working 
together to raise the pro¬ 
file of CSE and launched 


the See Me, Hear Me cam¬ 
paign last June. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services at Dud¬ 
ley, said: “Child sexual 
exploitation is a horren¬ 
dous abuse crime, which 
has been hidden for far 
too long. Through our See 
Me, Hear Me campaign we 
have been increasing peo¬ 
ple’s understanding of CSE 
and how to spot the warn¬ 
ing signs, so the national 
awareness day is a great 
way to spread the message 
further.”

Clegg makes a decision 
in the Mick of time 


R umours, back-stabbing, double- 
dealings and u-turns - such 
things are about to dominate 
the headlines as a general election is 
looming large on the horizon. 

While most of the media world 
seems to have got caught up in the 
will-he-won’t-he tales involving David 
Cameron and the televised leadership 
debate he seems to be reluctant to 
participate in, Channel 4 has quietly 
been putting together Coalition, a 
drama about, you guessed it, the 
coalition. 


More4 will also broadcast the 
production live on the night of the 
election itself. 


Coalition focuses on the rise of Nick 
Clegg. In 2010, he was the leader of 
the Liberal Democrats, and barely 
anybody gave him a second thought - 
he certainly wasn’t regarded as a 
possibly major player. 


The station is no stranger to political 
dramas, having already backed such 
acclaimed shows as Mo, Complicit 
and The Deal. Sadly, it was also 
behind UKIP:The First 100 Days, the 
fictionalised documentary which 
received a bashing from critics and 
audiences alike when it was 
broadcast last month. 


However, Coalition promises to be 
rather more impressive. 

It’s been written by James Graham, 
who is sticking with politics for his 
next project - the stage play The 
Vote, which will form part of the 
Donmar Warehouse’s spring season; 


However, taking part in the UK’s 
first-ever televised leaders’ debate 
changed all that. Suddenly, thanks to 
an impassioned speech, he became 
an unlikely hero, someone who gave 
rivals David Cameron and Gordon 
Brown a wake-up call - or at least a 
kick up the backside. 

“I believe the way things are is not 
the way things have to be,” he 
famously stated. “We have a chance 
to do things differently for once.” 

Then, after the election, he was 
given the opportunity to form a 
coalition - and, as this drama reveals, 
Clegg’s moves at that time became 
one of the most influential and 
significant political decision of recent 
years. 

“In May 2010, British politics was

“What we try to capture in this 
drama is the tension, the high stakes, 
and the frequent farcical and absurd 
nature of what happens when a power 
is wrangled, negotiated and fought 
over like children trading cards in the 
playground.” 

Clegg is played here by Bertie 
Carvel, who is in the midst of a big 
year career-wise - as well as 
Coalition, he is set to appear in the 
BBC’s eagerly awaited adaptation of 
Jonathan Strange & Mr Norrell. 

Ian Grieve plays outgoing Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, a role he’s 
accustomed to after starring on stage 
in The Confessions of Gordon Brown, 
while Mark Dexter plays David 
Cameron.

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Invincible car a fine choice

Porsche’s range of GTS models 
are turning out to be the aces 
in the pack; now there’s a Cay¬ 
enne version to join the line up. 

The Cayenne has only just been 
updated, gaining internal and exter¬ 
nal tweaks, but in GTS form, it gets its 
own set of upgrades: there’s a unique 
exterior styling package, which in¬ 
cludes a body-coloured styling kit, 
larger matte-finished alloy wheels and 
GTS badging. 

Mechanically, the GTS gets a new tur¬ 
bocharged V6 engine to replace the old 
naturally aspirated V8, a sports exhaust 
system, unique suspension tune and some 
tasty interior kit including Alcantara trim 
and sports seats. 

Where once the Cayenne was some¬ 
thing of an acquired taste, it’s hard not to 
find the latest model’s design pleasing to 



the eye. It certainly looks its sharpest in 
GTS form; the body-coloured lower sec¬ 
tion gives it better stance and hides its bulk 
well. 

Its image is all the better for the GTS 
makeover too, although even now it’s not 
a car for the shy, retiring type. When you’re 
behind the wheel, it’s hard not to feel like a 
success, which is precisely why it’s such a 
popular choice. 

Best 

The GTS makes no compromises over 
the standard car in respect of space for 
passengers or luggage, so you can expect 
plenty of both. In fact the Cayenne offers 
one of the best cabins in the business; the 
seats are superbly supportive and com¬ 
fortable with a huge range of adjustment, 
there’s plenty of space front and rear and 
the boot can carry a stack of suitcases 
happily. Although it’s unlikely to ever ven¬ 
ture off-road, it’s more than capable of 
getting you out of a sticky situation, even 
though the GTS isn’t the best version for 
such adventures. 

The biggest change for this latest GTS is 
the switch to turbocharged power, an inev¬ 
itable result of the quest for improved emis¬ 
sions and economy. On the one hand, you 
do lose a little of the character of the old 
V8 engine, but in truth the V6 still sounds 
good, offers more power and torque and 
better fuel consumption. 

Like pretty much every Porsche these 
days, all the mechanical elements blend 
together beautifully to create a car that just 
feels right when you’re behind the wheel. 
The engine is powerful and flexible, the 
gearbox smooth but rapid-shifting when 
required and it handles with incredible

verve and precision for a car of this size. 
On a frozen test track in northern Sweden, 
the GTS drifted and danced its way along 
the treacherous surface with zero fuss. Yet 
it’s still superbly comfortable when driven 
normally and can tackle long distances 
with ease. 

The Cayenne GTS isn’t a cheap car of 
course, but compared to the Cayenne S, 
on which it is based, you get a lot more 
for your extra cash. The more powerful 
engine, uprated brakes and suspension, 
smart bodykit and bigger alloy wheels 
are all worthwhile upgrades, while inside 


there’s lots of Alcantara and those lovely 
sports seats all as standard. 

Who would buy it? Many buyers of the 
Cayenne are Porsche fans who find that 
the firm’s smaller cars no longer fit in with 
their lifestyle, so the Cayenne is a genu¬ 
ine jack of all trades; families will love it, 
couples will love the fact that it is comfort¬ 
able but also capable of towing, and even 
if you’re stuck in the city, the high driving 
position and presence takes the strain out 
of stop-start traffic. The short answer then 
is anyone who can afford it.

Iconic van 
still being 
produced 
65 years on

Some retire at the age of 65 - but this one 
is just getting started! Production of the first 
Volkswagen Transporter began 65 years ago 
and the ‘Bulli’ is still going strong today. 

The first models were built in Wolfsburg before pro¬ 
duction started at a new facility in Hanover in 1956. 
This date also marks the beginning of a unique au¬ 
tomotive love story: today, the entire model series 
has attained cult status. Whether hippy or tradesman 
- everyone is driving Transporter. 

It all began in 1947 with a pencil sketch: the Dutch car im¬ 
porter Ben Pon saw a simple flat-bed vehicle at the Volkswa¬ 
gen plant and, taking it as a basic idea, he sketched the 
outlines of a Transporter with Beetle DNA in his notebook. 

Two years later, Volkswagen plant manager, Heinrich Nor- 
dhoff, presented four prototypes: two panel vans, a kombi 
and a small bus. Nordhoff promised that the Transporter 
would be as uncompromising and robust as the Beetle: 
“These vehicles won’t be handled with kid gloves, rather 
they will be treated roughly.” 

Designers used the engine and axles of the Beetle. In¬ 
stead of a central tubular frame of the popular family car, 
the bus had a unitized body that was mounted on a lad¬ 
der frame. The 1.1-litre engine produced 18 kW (24.5PS) at 
3300 rpm. 

The bus could transport up to eight people and the two 
rear seat rows could be removed easily to free up load 
space for around 750 kg of payload. 

Alfred Haesner, head of technical development of 
Volkswagen GmbH from 1948 to 1952, said: “Accordingly, 
this type of commercial delivery vehicle can be used for all 
branches of business, for rush deliveries and freight, e.g. 
as a small bus, a special-purpose vehicle, postal vehicle, 
ambulance or mobile station.” 

Demand 

Production began on March 8, 1950, in Hall 1 of the 
Volkswagen plant in Wolfsburg, and ten vehicles were man¬ 
ufactured per day. 

By the end of 1950, 8001 Transporters had already been 
built. Demand was enormous, especially since its affordable 
price made it an attractive option to tradesmen and retail 
businesses. 

The unique vehicle quickly became an export hit as well. 
Volkswagen buses could simply transport anything and 
everything: rubble and debris, mortar and building stones, 
breakfast rolls and bees wax, cigars and newspapers. 

A Volkswagen bus with a camping box made its appear¬ 
ance in 1951 at the automobile exhibition in Berlin. The de¬ 
livery van with a rear engine suddenly held the promise of an 
entirely different type of travel. For the first time, it travelled 
over the Alps. Later, it was driven to India when hippies dis¬ 
covered the ‘Bulli’ for themselves. 

Four years after its production launch, the 100,000th 
Volkswagen Transporter came off the assembly line in Wolfs¬ 
burg in 1954. By this point, there were 30 different models of 
the vehicle. Daily production in Wolfsburg was at 80 vehicles 
but it couldn’t produce more because the plant was already 
filled to capacity with Beetle production. It became clear that 
the Transporter needed its own plant. 

Assembly 

Construction work began in early March 1955 in Han- 
nover-Stocken, and the plant was built from the ground up 
in just one year. 

In March 1956, the first “Made in Stocken” Transporters 
come off the assembly line. This was the beginning of a fu¬ 
ture symbol of the ‘economic wonder years’. Today, a to¬ 
tal of 11 million T-series vehicles spanning five generations 
have been produced worldwide. 

Dr. Eckhard Scholz, chairman of the Bbrand board of 
management of Volkswagen commercial vehicles, said: 
“The production launch of the T1 represented the beginning 
of a long success story that has lasted right up to today. In 
the past, as well as the present, there is market demand for 
extremely reliable, versatile and individual vehicles. 

“We deliver them in top quality and precisely tailored to 
every need - whether the vehicle is for trades work, a retail 
or service business, family or recreation.” 

Production of the new generation model, the T6, launch¬ 
es this year. Along with the T-series, the Hannover-Stocken 
plant also produces the Amarok pick up. 

The successful California recreational vehicle is built not 
far away in Limmer. 

Around 12,200 people are employed at the Hannover 
business site of Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles. 

The Poznan plant in Poland (5,700 employees) produces 
the Transporter and the Caddy, and another plant is being 
built in nearby, Wrzesnia for the new Crafter. 

Today, a total of around 19,500 employees work for the 
Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles brand.
